UNIVERSITY HISTORY 

James McGill, the founder of 
McGill University, was born on 
October 0, 1744. IILs will made 
on March 8, 1811 stated : "I give 
and devise all that tract... of 
land, commonly called Burn- 
side ... to trusteés wha shall 
convey (said property) to the 
Royal Institute for the Advance- 
ment of Learning ... and who . . . 
shall erect and establish a uni- 
versity or college... The said 
university shall be named McGill 
College..." 



Eight years later the college 
which he had endowed opened 
its doors. 

In the first unsettled years, 
althoiigh the fees were low, fif- 
teen to twenty-five dollars, living 
facilities were sparse and 
meagre. Many students shared 
looms with their professors, 
much to the displeasure of both 
parties. • 

However with time, and with 
the funds available, the 'univers- 
ity -became organized 'into a 
working unit v/ith nearly ade- 
fiuate facilities. But few of the 
social activities of present day 
McGill were to be seen a cen- 
tury ago. Athletics and phys- 
ical education wcre~non-existent. 
There was no Students' Union, 
and not one fraternity Joined in 
the campus life. 

The first réal Founder's Day, 
Convocation was held in 1924. 
and has been held annually 
since. • • ,

Death Of Levine Ruled 
Result Of Heart Disease 



Death from natural cau- 
ses was the verdict reached 
yesterday in the inquest of 
Michael. Levine. 

Dr. A.B. Clement, City Coroner, 
stated "It was positively esta- 
blished that this boy died of a 
heart attack". 

Levine, a 19-yenr old freshman 
at Sir George Williams University, 
died during a freshman initiation 
rite Friday, September 30, in Phil- 
lips Square. 

He trotted there from S.G.W.U. 
Wearing a placard sying "I am 
Herb Elliot" and collapsed when 
about to make a speech announ- 
cinc his retirement. 

The coroner formed his decision 
after considering two bodies o£ 



evidence. The medical report sub- 
mitted by the court physician 
based on the autopsy and Lcvinc's 
medical record, stated that Levine 
had been sick for a "long, long 
time". 

The second basis of tlie ruling 
was the evidence given by two 
S.G.W.U. uppcrclnssmen present at 
the accident. TiiLs testimony re- 
vealed that Jjcvine did not fall, 
but slid down and collapsed. 

Clement stated, "Cf. ; course, 
having run in the - street didn't 
help any". 

When asked about the effect of 
Levine's obvious excitement on the 
accident, Clement said, "Certainly 
excitement played a part in his 
attack". . 

He added, "His heart had been

Digging for Dirt 

Widespread moral di.sopproval of the conlrover- 
Bi'al Duplessis regime, unleashed by the death of the 
Jron-fisted ex-Premier, wa.s undoubtedly a key cause 
of the National Union's surprising defeat at last 
.June's provincial election. .1 

Sensing that this would be the case, Prernier Le- 
«age and- his fellow Liberals intorporated in their 
platform a promise to investigate, — if elected — the 
.administration and eli^toral practices of the NU. 

Yesterday, Mr. Léaage carried out his promise 
, naming a three-ma'n Royal Commission to undertake 
the proposed inquiry. 

Many features of the announcement from Quebec 
• are heartening. First; the Commission hearings will 
be public! This will give the people of this province 
a deserved opporbihity,. albeit a J^ated, one, to learn 
how its affairs were admin!stera]^du]ring a period 
•when revelations of this nature were syppressed by 
çne method or another. 

Second, the' target- date for the commisiiion's re- 
port is as proximate as can be Veasotiahly expected. 
It must report within nine months on findings related 
to the celebrated sale of Quebec Hydro's gas facilities 
to the Natural Gas Corporation in 1958. Three months 
later,, it will have to report on the system of purcha- 
sing used by the Colonization Department during the 
last five years a.<» well as methods- used by the Provin- 
cial Government's general purcha.<ung division. 

In setting these tight target dates. Premier Lesa- 
ge has allayed the fears of those who suspected the- 
proposed commission would delay its report until the 
eve of Quebec's next général election, when it would 
come in handy for political football. Since the Lîhe- 
rals have already stated unequivocally that they will 
not call a snap election next' year, there is no' possibi- 
lity of this .happening. .... 

A third favourable aspect of the newly appoin- 
ted Royal Commission is. its personnel. Mr. Justice Elie 
Salvas, named chairman, is a highly-regarded Superior 
Court judge. Jean Marie Guerard. QuebCc'.Gîty law.ver, 
also appears well-qualified. And McGill Governor Ho- 
ward I. Ross is a gentleman who.se integrity and di.s- 
llnction are a matter of record. 

In all fairness to the Natiorial Union, it should 
be recalled that the Liberal regime of Alexandre Tàs^^ 
ehercau was scrutinized posthumously by à similar 
commission — appointed by Mr. Duplessis. It's reve- 
lations were what a eupheniist would term scandalous. 

■yVe are not sure what the Sfilvas RcvjiJ Commis- 

■ aion will. unearth. But we dojiope \ln work will not 
have to be duplicated by successors to the present re- 
gime. 

No Room At the Top 

. To 3ay that lastjevening'.s |Activities Nïght was 
a success would be a gross understatement. As<easily- 
impressed freshçttes anil freshmen mixed with know- 
ledgabljB upperclass students on all three floors of the 
McGIII Union, reams of literature were distributed, 
And countless opinions formed. 

Fron^ the avant garde attitudes of the Socialist 
Society to the staunçh conservatism of- the çhâs and 
religious societies — virtually all campus oixaniza> 
tions were represented.

the human race,- the Jews alone 
have a right to try ETichmann, as 
he was entrusted by the Third 
Reich with the responsibility of 
exterminating the Jewish race. 
NEGATIVE REPLIES 
Stein replied for the negative 
that trying Eichmann in Israel 
would be "against the gcnerjl 
principles of international law 
as recognized by civilized na- 
tions". 

Then he claimed that Israel has 
no right to try Eichmann for the 
following reasons. Israel did not 
exist as a, state until 1948, three 

cars aftet- Eichmann's crimes had 
ceased. Also, he said, the small 
state of Israel docs not represent 
all Jews in the world. ^ 

• Further, he stated, The Jewish 
people is not a legal unit, but a 
race consisting of citizens of dif- 
ferent countries. He recommend- 
ed that Eichmann .be tried by a 
special international court com- 
posed of representatives of the 
countries whose citizens were 
-exterminated by Eichmann. 

ISRAEL REPRESENTED 

The second speaker for the 
affirmative, Cotler, maintained 
that Israel represented the Jewish 
people before it became a state, 
as West Germany has given 
reparations to Israel for war 
crimes committed before 1045. 

He stated that it is an accepted 
principle o( international law that 
any state is sovereign within -its 
own boundaries. He said that a 
motion advanced by flrael in 1{)53 
at the U.N.- recommending the 
formation of a special court In 
try Nazi war criminals has been 
shelved ever since. 

He claimed that l.srael is Ihc only 
place where the trial can be held 
efficiently. In Israel he said, 
there are witnesses, evidence, 
and a court already formed. 

NEGATIVE ANSWERS 

The negative's second speaker, 
J. J. Elkm, answered that allow- 
ing Israel to try Eichmann would 
be submitting to a relative de- 
finition of justice, when justice 
must be an absolute notion ap- 
plicable to all men. 

He continued. ."We cannot say 
Israel represents' all Jews. Also, 
people other than. Jews suffered 
.-It the (lands of Eichmann. An in- 
ternational tribunal would be 
fairest to these." 

He continued, "Since Eichmanr^'s 
crimes were comlnitted against 
humanity and not Jews alone, he 
must be tried by.humani(v itself: 
he must be tried by. an interna, 
tional court,-nQL by a specific 
country"; • '
